Crazed Coal Miner 
Slays Three People 
Before Suiciding 


Uniontown, 
June 
22—(IP)—A 


crazed coal miner shot and killed 
two women and a deputy fire chief 
in the nearby mining town of Re- 
public yesterday, then took his own 
life. 


Detective William J. Long of 


Fayette county in southwestern 
Pennsylvania said the slayer was 
William Johnson, 51-year-old ne- 
gro. The victims were Mrs. Frank 
Shiner, 30; her sister, Mrs. Susie 
Gaszdo, 34; and Michael Krocheck, 
45. All three were white. 


Long said Johnson, the two wo- 


men and their families all lived 
in the same house. He could give 
no reason for the killings. 


As related by the detective, 


Johnson killed the women with a 
shotgun, ran across the road, 
threatened a negro woman, then 
returned to the house. He locked 
himself in and set -the house afire. 
Firemen rescued two small chil- 
dren, the only ones in the house at 
the time, and put out the flames. 
Krocheck was shot with a pistol 
a* he wa* climbing a. ladder -*et 
against a wall of the blazing house.

"shells through idle windows, John- 
son committed suicide with the 
pistol. 


Each woman was the mother of 


four small children, ranging in age 
from one to 12 years. The two 
families shared the upper half of 
Johnson's double house. He lived 
on the first floor.

only witnesses to the tragic shoot- 
ings. After killing the two women 
the negro set fire to some bed- 
clothes, let the two children in 
the room and went to another part 
of the house. 


Long said neighbors reported 


that the families had been quar- 
reling with Johnson for some time. 
They said 
Johnson 
originally 


owned the house but turned it over 
to Frank Shiner and arranged to 
keep one room for his own use. 
Shiner was at work at the time 
of the shootings. 


Scores of spectators watched 


Johnson exchange shots with police 
who stationed themselves in the 
middle of the street and at other 
points around the house.

Tehran, Iran, June 
22—(JP)— 


British employes of the Anglo- 
Iranian oil company got ready to- 
day to pull out of Iran as in- 
creasing Iranian pressure threat- 
ened to break down British opera- 
tion of that giant firm. 


A. E. C. Drake, AIOC general 


manager at the great Abadan re- 
finery, warned all his British staff 
—some 3,000—to get their pass- 
ports ready for a hasty exit. 


It was the final preparation for 


a general British departure, if 
threatened' disorders begin, or If 
Iran continues to press for im- 
mediate turnover of operations to 
her newly nationalized oil indus- 
try. 


The British predict the show- 


down will come at Abadan within 
the next few days. They expect 
Iranian oil company officials will 
ask British technicians to sign 
agreements acknowledging they 
are employes of the Iranian gov- 
ernment at the same terms they 
have under AIOC contracts. 


The Iranian government today 


gave British AIOC employes one 
week to decide whether they want 
to continue to work at their job 
under the newly organized Iran- 
ian national oil company.

Washington, June 22 — (JP) — 


Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, now 
Far Eastern Commander, support- 
ed last December the demand of 
Gen. MacArthur for use of Chinese

Longest Day of the Year Is Not Hottest 
Associated Press Science Editor Says

New York, June 22—(JP)—This is the longest day in the year— 


more than 15 hours of sunshine. Yet, strange to say, it will not be the 
hottest. Sunrise 5:25 a. m.—sunset 8:31 p. m. 


This longest day is never the hottest, despite the fact that in thi* 


country the sun conies farthest north where it is able to hit u* more 
directly than on any other day of the year. 


If your body could be as sensitve as some electronic tube*, jam 


could feel the added heat of the- 
sun today. It would be a little 
more than on any other day—as- 
suming, of course, that you are 
not shaded by clouds or mists. 


The hottest weather will come 


in July and August. The reason 
is the long time the earth, and es- 
pecially its atmosphere, fakes to 
warm up after winter's cold. The 
warmth accumulates, i* stored in 
the air, in rocks, in the sea, in 
buildings. Until a few week* from 
now, a sun less hot than today's 
will make things far hotter be- 
cause It already start* with ob- 
ject* at a high temperature. 


Today is said to be the longest 


day la the year. It i*, if you mean 
daylight. It is also if you mean 
actual duration of the 24 hour*. 
Right now, each 
24 hours 
is 


about one second longer than the 
same period will be this fall. That 
is because 24 hour* 1* the time It 
takes the earth to revolve once 
on it* axis. This 24 hours i* arbi- 
trary, depending on the earth'* re- 
volution time. Just now, the earth 
i* a bit alower than It* usual av- 
erage.

Price on All Soft 
Drinks Must Be Cut 
Ruling of OPS Says 


The Office of Price Stabilization 


today got around to explaining: 
what it meant with the announce- 
ment that a nickel is the top coda 
pop price in Pennsylvania. 


What the OPS actually meant, 


the Philadelphia office explained 
this morning, was that the phce 
could be reduced by the amount of 
the former state penny tax. 


An OPS official explained, while 


there is no fixed pnce ceiling on 
pop and other soft drinks, prices 
all along the line from manufact- 
urer to consumer must be lowered 
to compensate for absence of the 
state tax which expired June 1. 


That tax was a penny an ounce 


on the syrup used to manufacture 
soft drinks. On the moat ordinary- 
size bottles of pop the tax was one 
penny; it 
was 
three 
cents on 


quart-size bottles. 


An OPS spokesman said 
the 


statewide 
price 
control 
policy 


would work this way: 


For firms which formerly posted 


the price of the soft drink and tax 
separately—the tax charge must 
now be removed. 


The firms which posted only the 


gross price—this must be reduced 
by the amount of the tax, even 
though these firms have claimed 
to OPS that they were "absorb- 
ing" the tax themselves. 


The complicated situation has 


caused widespread c o n f u s i o n 
throughout the state with many 
dealers awaiting specific informa- 
toln from the OPS. In -several plac- 
es business men chose to halt or re- 
duce soft drink sales pending clar- 
ification of the price picture.

Wages Increase 
For Handicapped 
Residents of State 


Harrisburg — Wages Increased 


350 per cent for 2929 handicapped 
Commonwealth residents 
during 


the past year after their retrain- 
ing and preparation for new jobs 
by the State Bureau of Vocation- 
al Rehabilitation. 


Mark M. Walter, Bureau Direc- 


tor, said that before x'ocational re- 
habilitation was started for the 
2929 persons, their wages totaled 
$1,200,000, but that after they 
were given the retraining services 
which are provided by the bureau, 
their annual earnings increased to 
an aggregate of $5,500,000 or ap- 
pioximately $1,936 each. 


As a result of the increased 


earnings of these workers, Walter 
added, the annual earning power 
of Commonwealth residents was 
increased by approximately ?4,- 
300,000. 


Prior to vocational 
rehabilita- 


tion services, the group's economic 
status was 
comparatively low, 


Walter said. 
Some 42 per cent 


were dependent upon their fam- 
ilies for support; 11 per cent were 
existing on insurance benefits; 10 
per cent were receiving relief; 27 
per cent were -living on small wage 
earnings 
from 
part-time jobs, 


while the remaining 10 per cent 
were dependent upon some other 
source for support. 


The few who were working be- 


fore vocational rehabilitation w*s 
started were in danger of losing 
their ]obs because of their physical 
disabilities, were in temporary or 
part-time employment or in pos- 
tions which constituted hazards to 
themselves or to fellow workers. 


"Vocational rehabilitation, as ad- 


ministered by the bureau, provides 
the means and personal confidence 
and security which handicapped 
persona need to retrain for jobs or 
to obtain work more compatible 
with their individual capabilities," 
Walter said. 


This service is provided to Com- 


monwealth citizens over 18 years 
of age who have substantial em- 
ployment handicaps resulting from 
a physical or mental disability. The 
bureau's program is designed to 
develop, preserve, or restore their 
vvork capacity, and the objective of 
every rehabilitati6n is permanent, 
safe and satisfactory employment.

FIRST INDEPENDENCE DAY 


As Warren completes plans for a five-day cele- 


bration beginning Saturday, June 30th, it is inteirest- 
ing to note that the first observance of the Declara- 
tion of Independence was not held on July 4. It was 
held on July 8, 1776 
four days after congress 


officially adopted the historic document. 


According to research experts with the World, 


Book Encyclopedia, patriots who gathered in Phila- 
delphia's Independence Square are credited with or- 
iginating what has been an annual celebration ever 
since. The great ^crowd heard John Nixon, prom- 
inent Philadelphian, read the entire Declaration. He: 
stood on a towering platform erected seven years" 
earlier by the American Philosophical Society for the 
observance of a rare phenomenon involving the plan- 
et Venus. 


Bells pealed throughout the day. John Adams' 


letters mention chimes, possibly those of Christ 
Church. As the rector of the church was a well- 
known Royalist, the chimes probably were "rung 
without benefit of clergy." 


Not until July 2 of the following year did it oc- 


cur to the Philadelphians that the celebration should 
be repeated on July 4. 


A letter written by John Adams to his daughter 


tells the story of the next July 4, in 1777. Again 
bells pealed throughout the day. Warships anchored 
in the river were gaily decorated. Bonfires and fire- 
works lit the sky in the evening. Candles burned 
in the windows of nearly every home. 


Congress adjourned for the day. The government 


dignitaries enjoyed a special dinner in a Philadelphia 
tavern, with music by a Hessian band, which had been 
captured at Trenton. During the after-dinner toasts, 
soldiers outside the tavern fired continuous volleys. 


According to the World Book researchers, this 


annual celebration of the Fourth of July spread 
slowly throughout the country. But, even today, 
July 4 is not a national holiday by" United States law.

The 
cause of your fatigue isn't overwork. It's boredom 
with your job, or worry, or a sense of inferiority 
the little daily fears that are undermining your 
morale. 


The cure? Not a vacation. More work - - but 


uork of the right kind. 
Get a job that interests 


you - - and instead of looking forward to closing time 
you'll want to work 12 hours a day. If your job is 
routine, and you can't leave it for another, try to 
find interests outside. Busy, interested people are 
never tired. Bored people are. 


Boredom, in fact, is a prime cause of fatigue. If 


you think boredom can't make your feet drag and 
your back ache, you're wrong. Boredom with house- 
work, husbands and mothers-in-law has led to all 
manner of physical ailments in women, as records 
in any psychiatrist's files can testify.

Expect New DiSalle Order 
To Break Tool Bottleneck

WASHINGTON—(NBA)—Office of Price Stabilization Director 
** Michael V. DiSalle is momentarily expected to hand down a new 
machine tool pricing order. When it is on the books, the last major 
bottleneck on machine tool production is expected to be broken. And 
repetition of the World War Two crisis over machine tool shortages 
to expected to be avoided. 


America's 700 machine tool builders were caught in a tight jam by 


the OPS manufacturers* general price ceiling order This order was 
issued April 24, effective May 28. It set ceiling prices at the level of 
the first half of 19SO, on all manufactures. 


Machine tool prices in eflectpthen were based on orders placed in 


1949. There was a marked business recession on then. Orders were 
few and prices were comparatively low. 


The machine tool shortage did not begin to develop with the out- 


break of the Korean war. a year ago. It was fall 'before the defense 
mobilization program began to rolL By that time there were short- 
aces of materials and soaring prices all over the place. 


Most of the machine tool manufacturers are small companies: The 


only way they can get Increased production is to put on extra shifts, 
pay overtime and premium wages, or sub-contract for parts produc- 
tion- All these things increase costs by 15 per cent or more. That's 
where the tool makers got hit hardest by the price freeze. 
SYTHER bottlenecks that have hindered machine tool production 
^ have been or are being Cleared. Giving the tool makers all the 
scarce materials they required was handled by a series of Defense 
Production Administration allocations and priorities. 


On* of the principal methods for increasing machine tool produc- 
tion will be to license new manufacturers. An established tool making 
company, for instance, will license a company 'now making auto- 
mobiles to make certain machines—lathes, grinders, or boring ma- 
chines in greatest demand. By this licensing system, the industry will 
not be over-expanded. When the emergency is over, the auto maker 
will go back to making autos while the tool maker will still have his 
regular business for normal demand. 


Financing greater machine tool manufacture Is being handled 


through government V-loans. Also, General Services Administration 
is giving the tool makers government pool orders. They insure pro- 
duction of most-needed machines. And the government guarantees 
to buy any unsold machines at a 17% per cent discount, if the mobili- 
zation demand should end suddenly. Government pool orders in- 
sure sales and deliveries to essential defense producers only. 


The government's huge stockpile of machine tools, held as an In- 


dustrial reserve after the last war, has now practically all been put 
in service. 
It has been a tremendous heh> in meeting the present 


emergency. Principal demand for new machine tools now is for the 
manufacture of newer weapons. These Include jet engines, the new 
tanks, guided missiles and electronics equipment

Fruit Looks Good 


Crop prospects on Pennsylvania* 


farms brightened with heavy rains 
the second week in June which 
averted possible serious declines' 
from the below normal rainfall in 
May. 
the State Department o'f 


Agriculture-reports. 
- - 


Lack of rain last month permit- 


ted winter grains, alfalfa, clover 
and grass, according to Federal- 
State surveys. 


A few western localities had too 


'much rain during May but in 
south-central 
and northeastern 


counties precipitation was defici- 
ent, 
the survey report declared. 


In the dry areas hays, winter 
grains and pastures were short on 
June 1 but the planting of spring 
crops was well advanced. 
May 


rainfall 'averaged 2.55 inches or 
1.5 inches below normal. 
Temp- 


eratures average 59 or slightly be-, 
low normal. 


Prospects continue bright for a 


good crop of all fruits in Penn- 
sylvania, the Department said. 
Freeze damage was especially 
light and weather conditions fav-.' 
orable for pollination. 
A heavy 


set appears to be quite general. 
By June 'I sweet cherries were 
ripening in the southeast, sour 
cherries were beginning to color 
and both peaches and apples were 
sizing nicely, it was said. • 


Dry weather -of May was espec- 


ially favorable for preparing soils 
for planting corn. 
Much was 


planted earlier in northern coun- 
ties than usual. 
Some sections 


were too dry for good germination 
and stands were uneven. Damage 
from wire worms in a few locali- 
ties cause some replanting of 
fields. 
Many stands of winter 


grains are only fair, showing ef- 
fects of winter kill and drown- 
ing on soils without good drain- 
age. 
Rye conditions is fair to 


good and some stands of barley 
have been infected with smut dis- 
ease. Most oats look promising 
though some stands are thin. 


The trend in Pennsylvania from 


growing small patches of potatoes 
has continued this year, the survey 
disclosed. 
Commercial 
potato 


growers have reduced their plant- f 
ings and the State will have the 
smallest acreage since Civil War 
days. Potatoes generally are do- 
ing well and some early varieties 
were in bloom the first of the 
month. Conditions favored culti- 
vation and spraying. Control .of , 
insects and disease has been good.. 
Many flea beetles have been- re- 
ported in a few localities.
